WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, May 31.—The Entente 
powers may give Russia a “yellow 
peril” scare if prospects of a 
separate Russian peace becomes 
acute, according to intimations by 
Entente diplomats here. Confronted 
by a disorganized and nearly pros- 
trate Russia, the Entente nations 
have prepared for the eventuality of 
Russia's defection from the alliance. 

The Allies are believed to be look- 
ing towards Japan for measures cal- 
culated to neutralise the effect of a 
separate peace by Russia. Japan 
has remained silent and mysterious 
‘so far as the world at large has been 
informed regarding the course she 
will pursue in the event of the visit 
of such a upon the 
Allied nations. 

It has been rumored that in order 
to prevent Germany from 
the inevitable benefits, Ruasia’s 
withdrawal would occasion if Rus- 
sia should be permitted to remain 
unmolested, two courses have been 
— to Japan which are said 
to : 

(1.) The launching of the Jap- 
anese army through Russia against 
Germany, Japan taking advantage 
of both the Russo-Japanese alliance 
and the Anglo-Japanese alliance;

BRITISH FLEET 
SAVES DANISH SHIP. 


(BY A. . NIGHT WIRE.) 

AN ATLANTIC PORT, May 31.— 
How the Danish steamer Tula es- 
caped a German submarine which 
was preparing to send her to the 
bottom off the coast of Denmark 
was related by officers of the ship 
on arrival at an American port to- 
day. A shot fired across the Tula’s 
bow forced her to stop and a few 
moments later her captain was or- 
dered aboard the submarine to show 
his papers. As he reached the deck 
the German commander's lookout 
reported that volumes of smoke to 
the west indicated the approach of 
a British torpedo fleet. 

Immediately the captain of the 
Tula was o to his small boat, 
which was Almost swamped as the 
submarine dived and disappeared. 

Officers of the Tula said the Ger- 
man's guns were trained on their 
ship awaiting the word to fire. The 
vessel at the time was well out of 
the restricted submarine zone. The 
British fleet scouted for the enemy 
craft, but it did not come to the 
surface. 


BRITISH OFFENSIVE 
CASUALTIES SEVERE. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. FP.) 

LONDON, May 31, 11:30 a.m— 
British casualties, as published in 
May, show a total of 5902 officers 
and 106,331 men. 

The British offensive on the Arras 
front, involving some of the severest 
fighting of the war, naturally has 
resulted in a large inerease in casu- 
alties over the inactive winter sea- 
son. Casualties for the last few 
months have not been received, but 
in February the total reported was 
only 1243 officers and 17,185 men. 

The agsertion of the British that 
their losses are 5° per cent. smaller 
than in the battle of the Somme, 
notwithstanding the fact that larger 
forces are engaged, is not borne out 
by the May figures, although, in the 


absence of the casualties report 
April, early in which month the of- 
fensive was launched, the showing is 
not conclusive. The casualties re- 
corded in the first three months of 
the Somme drive were 867.169 om. 
cers and men. In August of last 
year. the second month of the 
Somme battle. the casualties were

LIGIBLE CONSCRIPTS 
HALTED AT THE BORDER 


Serious Charges Against Citizens Who 
Try to Evade the Law. 


ASHINGTON, May 31.—While 
W the legal machinery of the 
government was operating 
today to stamp out agitation againet 
the draft, the War Department took 
up another phase of the matter 
dealing with the status of Ameri- 
cans now in fereign countries. 
Baker called upon 
Brig.-Gen. Crowder, Judge - Advo- 
cate-General and Provost-Marshal- 
General of the Army, for an opin- 
jon as to the effect of the new law 
upon Americans of military age re- 
siding abroad. Department officials 
generally have presumed that the 
privilegee of citizenship would car- 
Ty with them a duty for military 
service not affected by foreign resi- 
dence, but no formal ruling will be 
made until the opinion of Gen. 
Crowder has been received. The 
question involves to some degree the 
specific terme of the extradition 
treaties between the United States 
and other countries. 

Many Americans of military age 
now abroad have been eager to en- 
roll. Registration cards have been 
furnished to every American em- 
bassy, legation or consulate and dip- 
lomatic and consular officials have 
been authorized to act ae registra- 
tion agents.

the Reichsrath in the Grand 
Hall of Ceremonies in the Imperial 
Hofburg at Vienna today was sol- 
emn and brilliant.

NEW YORK, May 31.—A report 
heft its “Committee on American Lib- 
erties,” which pledged support to all 
“conscientious objectors” to the con- 
scription law, and a telegram from

said “we dishonored ourselves by 
declaring war without adequate or 
reasonable cause,” were features of 
the afternoon session here today of 
the so-called first American confer- 
ence on democracy and terms of 
peace. 

Several speakers severely criticised 
the government, one declaring that 
“within the last sixty days we have 
completely transformed our govern- 
ment, and the people have had 
nothing to say about it, so far have 
they been removed from control of 
their government.” The same speak- 
er, Gilbert R. Roe, president of the 
Free Speech League of America, 
added that “somewhere along the 
line the voters of this country must 
have a to express them

_~THOMAS'’S CHARGE. 


“We must oppose the enactment 
of such legislation,“ Thomas assert- 
ed, “or all our hopes both of 
mocracy and peace 
mockery. Arguments 
mocracy of such a system are either 
astoundingly unrefiective or dishon- 
est. Such measure of conscription 
as we now have — the selective 
draft—involves too little 
considered by the public, and a cam- 
paign of education looking to the 
repeal of the law will be of great 
public service, even though such re- 
peal legislation is improbable in the 
midst of the war.” 

WORKS'S TELEGRAM. 

Former Senator Works, in his 
telegram, said in part: 

“I am conscientiously opposed to 
the war and in favor of bringing it 
to a speedy close by any and every 
legitimate way consistent with the 
honor of our country. We dishon- 
ored ourselves by declaring war 
without adequate or reasonable 
cause. We should do the country 
the honor of correcting that fatal 
mistake as soon af possible. 

“The people of this country do not 
want war. If the issue had been 
left to them we would be at peace! 
now. Having been brought into this; 
war against their will, they should 
stand firmly for peace and use e- 
ery proper means to bring it about. 

“Alliance with foreign nations 
should not be tolerated. Our hands 
should be kept entirely free to ne- 
gotiate peace at any time without 
regard to the interests or desires of 
any other nation.“ 

The report of the Committee on 
American Liberties, which the Rev. 
Richard W. Hogue, director of the 
civic forum of Baltimore, is chair- 
man, urged abolishment of “secret 
diplomacy,” and added: 

“We demand democratic control 
of our foreign policy. We call for 
a referendum on questions of war 
and conscription. We insist on dis- 
cussions in Congress, in the press 
and in public meetings of the terms 
of all alliances, agreements and 
treaties. It seems to be the inten- 
tion of the government now to for- 
bid even the discussion of their 
terms of peace in the press and in 
public meetings.“ 

With reference to conscription 
and “conscientious objectors,” the 
report said: 

“It is contrary to American tradi- 
tion to force them to enroll for war 
service against thelr conscience. 

“We also declare,“ the report 
added, “that all Americans are en-

Not 
even the hair-splitting plea can be 
urged in the present case that the 
Thirteenth Amendment does not for- 
bid national defense, Sending con- 
scripts to Europe is not national 
defense, but mixing in the quarrels 
of outside nations, and if, as is sug- 
gested, conscripiy can be compelled 
to work as farm hands, factory 
hands or in other civil occupations, 
the Thirteenth Amendment is not 
worth the paper it is written on.” 

Kiefer said it was not a question 
of a citizen's duty to defend the 
country, as such a situation “does 
not confront us.” Me declared the 
United States was at war because 
“certain persons wlth authority 
wished to have us at war, 
less of necessity or of popular 
wishes; otherwise there would have 
been a referendum on war and con- 
scription.” 

“We have been told that this is a 
war for democracy,” he continued. 
“Well, any people that are deter- 
mined to have democracy can have 
it without war. When Russia defi- 
nitely decided to send the Czar 
a-packing, she did not need to wait 


for a victory over Germany to do 


so. She simply sent him away. We 
can have democracy in the United 
States t whenever We get as ready 
for it as Russia is.” 

Democracy, he said, cannot come 
in Germany until the German peo- 
ple want it, and when the German 
people went it they will get it. 

QUOTES PRESIDENT. 


The speaker declared that “the 
first thing that democracy must 
win is the fight against conscription 


and against war without consent of

Several Senators protested that 
the provision was too drastic and 
would prevent legitimate storing to 
equalize markets, but all efforts to 
modify it failed. 

Violation of the section would be 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than six 
months nor more than three years.

PETROGRAD, May 31. — There

communists near the Nikolaievaky 
station yesterday, the occasion being 
the arrival of the body of their com- 
rade, Laskov. 

The crowds, which came in scat- 
tered bands to the meeting place, 
carried in their hands the black 
flags of the anarchists. Soldiers min- 
led with the throng and began to 
take these flags away from the an- 
archista, and the district commissary 
proposed to them that they disband. 

This they refused to do, protesting 
that his action was illegal. At that 
moment a group of Circassian Cos- 
sacks came out of the station and 
succeeded in quieting the incensed 
crowd, turning them back in the d- 
rection of the Moscow gates, while 
soldiers walking at the heels of the 
throng tried to disperse them. Two 

were arrested, but were 
released on identification.

ONT THROW AWAY 
POULTRY BODY FAT. 


r IS VALUABLE IN COOKERY, 
SAY SPECIALISTs.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Do you 
throw away the body fat of poultry 
——big layers of clean, sweet, yel- 
low fat around the gizzard and found 
elsewhere around the intestines of 
the chicken? If you do, say special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, you are throwing 
away fat which French housewives 
consider the finest of fats for making 
cakes and especially puff paste. In 
certain seasons in New York and 
other big cities, this fat is so highly 
esteemed that it brings as much as 
$1.10 per pound. 

Bo great is the demand for this fat 
that many people make a business 
of collecting it from butch 
others who dress poultry before de- 
livering it to customers. Housewives 
would do well to Insist on having it 
Gelivered if they buy their poultry 
dressed. By using chicken fat in 
cooking they can cut down the 
amount of fat they must buy for that 
purpose. To prepare it, try it out in 
a double bo „ re vessel set 
in hot water, until the fat just 
melts away from the tissues and 
can be poured off. 

This fat becomes rancid easily 
and should be kept cool and covered 
like butter, and used in a very few 
Gays. Chicken fat, like goose fat, 
may be used for shortening in cakes 
such as spice cakes. Where the sea- 
soning veed will mask any favor 
which the fat might have. ft can 
also de used for frying the chicken 
or other meats. ang fer 
ing vegetables, ete.

WAR TAX BILL. 


Measure to Aggregate About 
Billion and Half. 


Revision Work Reaches Stage 
of Detailed Drafting. 


Make Further Substitutions

WASHINGTON, May 31. — With 
further trimming of the $1,800,000,- 
000 war tax bill, the Senate Finance 
Committee's revision work today 
reached the stage of detailed draft- 
ing with completion of a measure 
aggregating about $1,500,000,000 
next Wednesday and Thursday in 
prospect. 

Several new sources of revenue 


were drawn upon today; other House 
taxes were reduced and further sub- 
stitutions adopted. The principal 
changes affecting the general public 
included: 

A new tax on parcel post pack- 
ages of 1 cent on each 25 cents or 


fraction paid by shippers and adop- | 


tion of the same rate for express 
packages as a substitute for the 
House levy of 6 per cent. upon ex- 
press transportation. The shipper 
would pay the tax. 

Reduction by one-half, or to 5 per 
cent., of taxes on amounts paid for 
land or water transportation, in- 
cluding charges for berths or parlor 
car chairs, entailing a loss of reve- 
nue of $35,000,000. 


taxes, payable eventually by the 
consumer, of % cent. a pound on 
sugar, 2 cents on coffee, 5 cents on 
tea and 3 cents on cocoa. 

Repeal of the existing law levying 
a 12% per cent. tax on war muni- 
tions, now bringing in $25,000,000 
revenue, became of the substitute 
plan for increasing manufacturers’ 
excess profits taxes. 

With these and several minor 
changes, Chairman Simmons said the 
bill now virtually is ready for tech- 
nical redrafting to put in proper 
form the revision agreed to and 
already announced. Treasury De- 
partment suggestions to this end and 
individual amendments of various 
Senators will be considered tomor- 
row. 

In an effort to agree upon an 
equitable tax upon newspapers, mag- 
azines and other publications now 
transported for 1 cent a pound, the 
committee today arranged for a 
general conference Saturday night. 
Chairman Simmons and other mem- 
bers will meet representatives of the 
publishers and the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. The proposed general 2 per 
cent, tax on all advertising, and the 
Hardwick amendment to greatly in- 
crease postage charges on portions 
of the publications devoted to adver- 
tising, will be discussed. 

In deciding to adopt the new tax 
on parcel-post packages, the com- 
mittee was said to believe that such 
action would be but fair to the ex- 
press companies, maintaining pres- 
ent parity of competition between 
the two se For the conven- 
fence of shippers the committee 
adopted the direct tax of 1 cent on 
each 25 cents paid for such trans- 
portation instead of the more com- 
plicated percentage charge. 

Another change designed to main- 
tain cempetition decided upon today 
makes the 3 per cent. tax on freight 
transportation by railroad or water 
apply also to freight carried by 
motor vehicle or other mechanical 
means of transportation which com- 
pete with railroads or st hips. 

In many sections of the country 
automobile-truck lines are said to 
be active competitors of steam and 
electric roads. 

Taxation of radio messages at the 
same rate imposed upon long-dis- 
tanc telegraph and telephone mes- 
sages, 6 cents on each message cost- 
ing 15 cents or more, was decided 
upon to equalize taxation of all forms 
of long-distance communication. 

The consumption taxes on coffee, 
tea, sugar and cocoa and substitutes, 
expected to yield $80,000,000, com- 
prise the substitute adopted in lieu 
of the general 10 per cent. tariff in- 
crease, from which $200,000,000 in 
revenues were plann together 
with smaller house taxes on coffee 
and tea. 

Some’ Senators already are plan- 
ning vigorous fights on several fea- 
tures when the bill reaches the floor. 

n effort will be made to restore 

e House increase in surtax on in- 
comes of more than $40,000 annu- 
ally. Other Senators say they will 
oppose the excise taxes, especially 
those on sugar and coffee.

1 Rabbi Myers Pays a Fine Tribate 
to Red Cross Nurses on Field of 
Battie, Saying Their Kindnesses 
Constitute Religion — Woman 
Hisses Anti-German Tak. 


“Why has Civilization Failed?" was 
the subject ofa lecture given at 
Trinity Audit m last night 
Rabbi Isidore Myers. He answered 
the question by stating that it had 
not failed. 

“Civilization can not fail,” said he. 
“The imposter we call civilization has 
failed, but not the real civilization, 
for that is truth and truth is brother- 
ly love. Ancient civilization failed 
because the people created their 
gods in their own image. 

“The modern civilization hag failed 
because it has been taught to be- 
Heve in certain ideals instead of to 
realize that morality and goodness 
are religion. What has been taught 
as religion is only a help to re- 
ligion. In ancient times there was 
no distinction made between morality 
andl religion. It was one and the 
same. 

“The highest way to worship God 
or live a religious life is through 
love, the love that causes a man to 
do for his brother what he would 
have that brother do for him. Every 
act of kindness such as the Red 
Cross nurses are doing on the battle- 
fields, or that ts being done in 80 
cial uplift is religion.” | 

Rabbi Myers spoke eloquently of 
the mission of this country aboard. 

“Liberty,” he said, “is civilization, 
and surely if in darkest Russia, 
which has cried out for liberty for 
hundreds of veare ‘thertv has been 
born, there is hope for all the world. 
Treland is going to get her freedom 
and in one little country—Palestine 
here the Jews have hoped for 
freedom for 2000 years, there is also 
to be freedom.

Ferrari immedi- 
ately challenged Thomas Camp, a 
saloon keeper, and Paul Postler, 
journeyman baker, the only labor 
union man on the panel. de- 
tense Otto T. Hilde- 
brecht, an interior furnisher, An- 
other juror was excused by consent, 
leaving seven sworn men in the box. 

COURTS DECISION. 

In announcing his decision, fol- 
lowing an open court inv ation 
of the charges of irregularity, Judge 
Beawell said:

The 
following suggestions from the 
leather and paper laboratory of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture can be utilized by everyone 
who walks. 


TO SAVE SHOES. 


Shoes should be olfled or greased 
whenever the leather begins to get 
hard or dry. They “should be 


brushed thoroughly and then all the 


dirt and mud that remains washed 
off with warm water, the excess wa- 
ter being taken off with a dry cloth. 
While the shoes are etill wet and 
warm apply the oi! or grease with a 
swab of wool or flannel. It is best 
to have the oil or grease about as 
warm as the hand can bear, and it 
should be rubbed well into the leath- 
er, preferably with the paim. If 
necessary, the oil can be applied to 
dry leather, but it penetrates better 
when the latter is wet. After treat- 
ment the shoes should be left to dry 
in a place that is warm-—not hot. 

Castor oll is satisfactory for shoes 
that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neatsfoot, fish oil or oleine 
may be substituted. If it is desired 
to make the shoes and boots more 
waterproof beef tallow may be ad- 
ded to any of these substances at the 
rate of half a pound of tallow to a 
pint of oll. The edge of the sole and 
the welt should be greased thorough- 
ly. Too much grease cannot be ap- 
plied to these parts. 

A simple method of making the 
soles more furable, pliable and wa- 
ter resistant is to swab them occa- 
sionally with linseed ofl, setting 
them aside to dry overnight. 

Many of the common shoe polishes 
are harmful to leather. All those 
which contain sulphurie, hydro- 
chioric or oxalic acids, turpentine, 
benzine or other volatile solvents, 
have a tendency to harden the 
leather and make it more Hable to 
crack.

Directors of Chamber of Commerce 
Favor Suspension of Law that 
Cuts Supply of Workmen; 

‘ Will Object to War Reve- 
nue Measure. 


The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce met yester- 
day and adopted a resolution favor- 
ing the suspension of the alien la- 
bor law during the period of the 
war. The board also decided to

when it can, idealizing its optimism, but 
printing bad news when it must do so. 

Recently The Times received a commu- 
nication from an advertiser remonstrating 
with us for “bringing home to your readers 
continually, day after day, hour after hour, 
the fact that we are going to be taxed, 
that food has gone up and will continue to 
go up.” In the course of his remonstrance 
the writer observes: 

We all know that we are going to be 
taxed; we all know that we must pay 
for war; we all know that it is neces- 
sary for us, individuals as well as or- 
ganizations, to employ economy at the 

present time. But why permit your ed- 
itorial department to continually throw 
these facts to the public? Can you not 

realize that the merchants have enough 
to overcome without making their task 
any harder? 

This is the kind of an appeal with which 
the editor of every important publication 
is familiar. Business would de detter if 
given conditions did not exist; ergo, keep 
business good as long as you can by con- 
cealing the harmful facts from the public. 
Such a policy might succeed the first time, 
but a confidence once lost is never wholly 
regained. By pursuing such a course the 
usefulness of the press would be lost in a 
single season. It is like urging one to wait 
until dark to ascend a perilous slope. Only 
by pointing out clearly the topography of 
the defiles through which we are passing 
by warning the travelers in advance can 
serious accidents be averted. 

Publishing the narrative of the damage 
wrought by earthquake and fire in San 
Francisco would have done little harm to 
the business of the northern metropolis if 
earthquake and fire had not preceded the 
publication. We wonder whether our cor 
respondent has remonstrated with the Fed- 
eral government because the black flag fiy- 
ing above the Weather Bureau hurts busi- 
ness in the retail district on certain after- 
noons. 

No American newspaper exercises more 
diligence than The Times to verify every 
statement before publication. On each desk 
in both the editorial and business depart- 
ments appears the following injunction, “Be 
sure you are right, then go ahead,” placed 
there by the general manager.

o's TO BLAME? 

There is one subject upon which citl- 
zens of Los Angeles are practically agreed 
—that the government of this city costs 
too much money for the results obtained. 
Everybody feels that the city business is 
not handled with the economy and em- 
ciency that is secured by the average bust 
ness firm or corporation. Everybody knows 
that public interests are constantly sub- 
jected to individual or private interests, 
and that mistakes and mismanagement are 

The same thing may be said, with qui 
as much truth, regarding our county ad- 
ministration. The annual budgets of this 
county run to over $20,000,000. When these 
funds are handled by men, most of whom 
would never be given a moment's consid- 
eration fér any important executive posi- 
tion in the business world, perhaps it is no 
wonder that they occasionally misiay a 
million. But even when there's no such 
shortage, the people of the county are 
largely under the impression that the busi- 
ness of the county is not being conducted 
on a strictly business basis, and they don't 
hesitate to complain—justly or unjustly. 

In fact, there is such a continual chorus 
of fault-finding as to the service rendered 
by public officials that it is hard to find a 


fice, who will submit to the kicks—for the 
money there is in it. 

Yet—who is to blame? The voters of the 
city and the county have fixed, by charters, 
the salaries to be paid, and they choose 
and elect the men—and women—holding 
office. That is, they have the chance to do 
so—they can if they will select the men to 
be nominated and vote for the candidates 
selected, If they vote for incompetent or 
dishonest men, or if they permit the elec 
tion of undesirable officeliolders through 
their own indifference or neglect, they have 
no right to find fault with the results. 

The people of Los Angeles are about to 
elect a new City Council and Board of Edu- 
cation, and to vote on a number of ques- 
tions vital to the future of the city. Yet 
the average citizen is taking little interest 
in the coming election. “General Apathy” 
holds the field, apparently, so far as the 
general public is concerned. The interest 
in the war and the draft has quite over- 
shadowed civic affairs. 

The next City Council will have the set- 
tung of many important matters—the bil- 
board ordinance, if the present Council suc 
ceeds in staving it off until after election; 
the power problem; the Second-street tun- 
nel, which seems to have once more been 
side-tracked; the civic center proposition, 
‘elty and county consolidation—these are 
only a few of the big questions for the next 
Council. 

How do the various candidates stand on 
\these questions? Who of them have had 
experience and training that qualify them 
for the office? Who of them have “made 
good” in, or out, of office? It is safe to say 
that the average voter has very hazy no- 


tions—probably a majority of couldn't 
name half the nominees on ticket—to 
say nothing of knowing enough about them 
to vote wisely. 


It is the same with the Board of Edu- 
cation—even the parents, whe are most 
vitally concerned in the conduct of our 
schools, are paying little attention to the 
campaign and seem to be willing to leave 
it in the hands of the few who are inter- 
ested. But they will complain just as hard 
afterward, if the board elected doesn't 
meet their approval in its attitude or ac- 
tion. And the people who ure most indif- 
ferent at election time may be counted 
upon to squeal the loudest when the city 
fathers fall to carry out their wishes—or 
order an assessment that they don't want. 


“TREASONABLE STRIKE. 

The strike of the copper miners at Je 
rome, Ariz., is without the slightest pre- 
tension to merit. They have no grievance; 
none whatever. They did not complain of 
their hours of labor or the hygienic condi- 
tions of the camp. They demanded an in- 
crease of 50 cents per day to the liberal 
wages they were receiving and the com- 
panies granted their demand. Then they 
demanded that the companies should dis- 
charge all its employees who were not mem- 
bers of the union and should supply their 
places with members of the union selected 
by the officers of the unlon. This last de- 
mand the companies refused, whereupon 
the union members struck and are threat- 
ening to blow up the properties of the com- 
pany and murder any workers who may 
take their places. 

There should be but one answer to this 
insolent and unwarranted threat of union 
labor. That answer should be to send a suf- 
ficient force of Federal troops to Jerome 
with directions to preserve order and court- 
martial the rioters, whom it is more than 
suspected are inspired by anti-American in- 
fluences.

It has since oc 
curred to me that in accepting me 
as a volunteer the country was doing 


It was tak- 
ing in hand some untested raw ma- 
terial. 


My first concern was what branch 
of the service most needed by help. 
Guided by the sentiment that I 
would sooner be one to save life 


whether my activities will size up 
with the requirements of the corps. 
The preliminary negotiations were 
Pleasant. An urbane recruiting 
clerk with a ruddy complexion radi- 
ating good humor filled the applica- 
tion blank and recorded my answers 
to a long list of decidedly personal 
Questions which were al} right be- 
tween man and man, but some of 
which one would hardly care to be 
asked in public. These being satis- 
factory, you are whisked away for 
an interview with an army doctor in 
still more confidential seclusion. 

By this time it dawns upon you 

serving Uncle Sam promises to 
be a more serious matter — that 
while he takes it for granted that 
your heart is in the right place, he 
takes nothing else for granted about 
any single part of your anatomy. 
Passing the physical,” I can imag- 
ine, is somewhat of an ordeal to the 
very young or the ultra-modest. But 
as the desk clerk explained. after 
having passed it you are relieved of 
any immediate anxiety as to the 
state of your health. 80 military 
service will probably cure many 
cases of hypochondria. 

Well, I passed. I was a few 
pounds underweight, but the doctor 
generously put this down to the high 
cost of living. We had a small dis- 
pute, too, over the tooth question.

I was sworn in as an 
enlisted man in the First California 
Field Hospital Corps. 

Uncle Sam starts your training 
gently on two drills a week. Not 
even a three-hour-work-day Socialist 
could object to this part of army dis- 
cipline. But two drilis a week soon 
convince one that many men expert 
in their own line of work seem woe- 
fully wanting in the simple mental 
concentration needed for the per- 
formance of the commonest military 
movements. Perhaps it’s a little 
overanxiety at the start. For our 
Field Hospital Corps, as the major 
once informed us, contains the pick 
of California. To such praise noth- 
ing can be added. 

Yet sometimes on the order to 
“count in fours” down the line the 
drill sergeant has to resort to two or 
three recounts before we know just 
how we stand. We seem as inac- 
curate as votes in a close election. 
And then half an hour later someone 
will have forgotten whether he was 
“1” or “4” in the file on a pivot 
movement. We have in our com- 
pany a certain No. 3 with a high 
head voice, and next to him a No. 2 
with a deep bass that comes from 
the pit of his stomach, and the con- 
trast {s sometimes too startling for 
the solemnity of the occasion. One 
laugh means a recount. Because to 
laugh or even to scratch your nose 
or hitch up your pants after you 
have been called to attention is an 
offense only equaled by waltzing up 
to the chancel during a highly-rit- 
ualized church service. 

One advantage of joining the Field 
Hospital Corps was pointed out to 
me by a confidential friend. He evi- 
dently belonged to that large brigade 
that the less they know about a sub- 
ject the more they want to tell you 
of it. He said we had one great ad- 
vantage over the infantry—at drill 
we didn’t have to pack a heavy rifle 
around. It was at my second drill 
that the sergeant gave the order, 
“form litter squads.” We numbered 
in twos and the “twos” fell out and 
marched to a large stack of folded 
stretchers. Beside one of these litters 
a Springfield rifle looks like a play- 
thing. Fach No. 2 had to shoulder 
a litter and line up fora drm. At 11 
o'clock in the morning the sun has 
full scope in the drill yard behind 
the armory. And I am firmly con- 
vinced in drilling with litters the field 
hospital has nothing on the infantry. 


| This is not guesswork on my part. 


I know. I was among the No. 2's. 

Moreover, unless you bring the lit- 
ter to rest before wheeling you are 
Uadle to knock off the head of the 
man behind you. The man behind 
me happened to be of unusual mus- 
cular development and a somewhat 
fiery disposition. I made no mis- 
takes in maneuvering that litter. 

Another advantage, according to 
my confiding friend, we have over 
the infantry is in pitching hospital 
tents. A hospital tent is heavy and 
cumbersome and apt to be clinging 
and unruly, especially in damp or 
windy weather. It has to be han- 
died in action as smartly and 
neatly as a skirt dancer manip- 
ulates ber garments in a but- 
terfly ballet. You can't tread on 
the canvas or bend a pole pin or 
fold a fly inside out without hearing 
yourself told ‘some unpalatable 
truths. According to schedule, three 
of these tents to form one unit must 
be erected in eighteen minutes. It 
took us forty-five—and the sergeant 
said we were doing well as a starter. 
Does military training smarten a 
man’? It doesn’t taken many drills 
for the smartest civilian to discover 
what a slowpoke he really is.

Stephens Once More Answers 
Council Members, 


Councilman Conwell presented to 
& joint meeting of the Social Wel- 
fare and City Planning committees 
of the Municipal League yesterday 
an illuminating statement regarding 
the merits of the billboard ordi- 
nance he wishes adopted by the City 
Council. This ordinance is intended 
to protect the property owner from 
the increasing sign menace, which 
latter is backed by the $50,000,000 
billboard trust, and which, thus far, 
has the support of Councilwoman 
Lindsey and Councilmen Wheeler, 
Langdon, Roberts, Brain, Wright 
and Collins. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Conwell’s 

John T. Williams of Gan 
cisco, an imported attorney, 
representing the Poster Association 
of America, launched into a tirade 
against the press of the city and so 
Plainly violated the courtesy of the 
Municipal League committees that 
Rev. E. P. Ryland, chairman, re- 
buked him for digressing from the 
points at issue. 

Mr. Williams argued that the bill- 
board owners were endeavoring to 
make advertising more attractive. 
He quoted from Samuel Hopkins 
Adams, a magazine writer, as to the 
moral tone of the advertisements 
found on billboards, and declared 
the Outdoor Advertising Company of 
America had appointed beard of 
censors pledged to see t all ad- 
vertising henceforth be clean. 

This latter statement in itself was 
taken by his auditors as a clear ad- 
mission that this class of advertis- 
ing is away below par in cleanli- 
ness. 

ACTION POSTPONED. 

The joint committees of the Mu- 
nicipal League went into executive 
session after the hearing and de- 
cided to defer action until next 
Thursday. A committee, consisting 
of Seward C. Simons, William Mead, 
Rev. B. P. Ryland, L. E. Behymer 
and A. H. Koebig was appointed to 
thoroughly study the Conwell ordi- 
nance and report back to the joint 
committee Thursday. 

The “solid seven” in the Council 
recently asked the City Attorney for 
“further enlightenment” on the le- 
gality of certain bills for ordinances 
already introduced. This plainly 
was a play for delay, a scheme to 
postpone a direct vote upon this im- 
portant matter until after the elec- 
tion on the 5th inst. : 

However, City Attorney Stephens 
yesterday made his reply. and this 
will be read to the Council this 
morning. He had been asked why 
the ordinance presented by the con- 
ference committee is invalid. He 
answers that the law requires that 
billboard regulation or prohibition 
must be uniform throughout the 
city; that is, throughout the settled 
residence . districts the ordinance 
must be uniform. The conference 
ordinance does not conform to this 

uirement. 

ked to explain the difference 
between the Conwell and the Con- 
ference Committee’s ordinances, the 
attorney says both include the down- 
town business section in which the 
present regulations apply, yet the 
Conwell measure, in the business as 
well as in other sections, prohibits 
boards within fifty feet of any resi- 
dence. The Conwell ordinance also 
allows boards for a terrtory outside 
the downtown district which has 50 
per cent. frontage devoted to busi-

ALREADY PROVIDED.
